THE   University   Students'    Commission   controls  those  matters  peculiar  to  the   University  as  a 
whole  and  endeavours  to  create  a  spirit  of  friendship  and  good-will  between  the  three  faculties 
of  Western  which  are  situated  in  London. 

Our  Commission  has  worked  with  two  aims  in  mind,  that  of  placing  the  U.  S.  C.  finances 
on  a  better  basis  and  that  of  adopting  a  mid-year  election  for  U.  S.  C.  officers.  The  first  we 
think  we  have  accomplished,  and  we  have  taken  the  Initial  step  In  the  achievement  of  the 
second  which  we  leave  for  completion  to  our  successors. 

As  in  previous  years,  special  attention  has  been  given  to  the  University  Band,  and  a  num- 
ber of  new  uniforms  have  been  purchased.  The  band  now  has  fifty  members  working  under  the 
able  leadership  of  Mr.  Don  Wright  and,  with  the  unique  charm  lent  by  its  efficient  drum  major, 
is  one  of  the  smartest  organizations  of  its  kind  on  the  continent. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  student  body  and  the  undergraduate  societies  and  organizations  for 
the  support  which  they  have  so  generously  given  us,  and  we  extend  our  best  wishes  to  the  1939-
